“ Dickens is a wonderful tonic 
for the pessimism of to-day, 
manifested in such things as the 
recent wave of college suicides, 
the general tone of cynicism in 
the activities and writing of, to- 
day, . Dickens proceeds on the 
arbitrary assumption that life is 
a priceless gift; that every man 
is a unique spiritual being; that 
evil.is abnormal and exceptional, 
and that men are responsible for 
it in that they have cither caused 
it or can cure it, ‘ 

“Whereas our realists proceed 

on the arbitrary assumption that 
life ig worthless; that man is a 
mere machine, a blindly fated 
synthesis of mechanical | and 
chemical forces, that happiness 
is a delusion, a lying deceit of 
Nature +o lure us into remaining 
alive and perpetuating life. * 

‘But Dickens's. assumptions 
are those of .all normal men 
everywhere, ‘They are practical- 
ly shared because they are acted 
on by the very pessimists who 
sneer at them.
